Furthermore, to elect the 
Untied States judgtn tb> the people 
of thrtr rrsi>cctive diMtictb for terms 
not to exceed four've.srs—instead of 
having them appoinkeir by the presi¬ 
dent—this in order make an end 
of government by iniyiu-tinn. 

Seventh, to dem;^U(l,.that the gov¬ 
ernment adopt such, tq^asurcs as will 
prevent the importaS'.oii (ff all Asiatic 
cewdie labor, because It has the ten¬ 
dency to reduce wages and it threat¬ 
ens the comparative^’ higher condi¬ 
tions of the American^ working class. 

Eighth, to cstablu^. .life insurance 
by the national gowcrnpicnt, and also 
insurance against sickness, accident 
and loss of employ^nt. 

Ninth, that all elective officers, na¬ 
tional. state and municipal—including 
the judges—shall be m.'.dc subject to 
the^imperative mgndate and to a re¬ 
call by the expressed wish of ihcijr 
con.stituencies. 

Franchises, Public 
Utilities 

Tynlh, that no city in Wisconsin 
shall have the right tn sell, lease or 
give away public franchises. Provid¬ 
ed. however, that in ca^es where cx- 
istttig laws and public necessity make 
a franchise unavoidable,

They ran do this by fixing 
the price of everything. In short, the 
krusts <^ccide how well or how ill, 
h(>w long or . how short a time we 
shall live. 

The policy of ^‘regulatwifi*’ has 
failed. The trusts dominate congress, 
the legislatures, the courts and the 
executive officers to a degree th.it 
makes so-cnllcd governmental cnutrol 
a farce. Ttic only solution is collec¬ 
tive ownership and democratic con¬ 
trol.

The Production from 
Fet^ 

The inability of the present econ¬ 
omic system to keep all willing woTk- 
ers employed at all times is i\t gi^t- 
est curse. This fact condemns .it as 
unfit to meet the demands of^a mod¬ 
ern civflizatioQ. The fear of a re¬ 
curring industrial crisis hangs like a 
cloud over the industrial world. It is 
constantly threatening the business 
interests of the nation as well as the 
workers with destruction. Thus we 
witness the cruel and grotesque spec¬ 
tacle of millions of men. women and 
children suffering for thcane c»f| #i^ 
of life—in a country witli 
resources, - 

Therefore, the Social • Democratic 
party demands that the prcKittction of 
this country shall be taken away from 
the control of .a small number of tr- 
tc»p«»u»iblc men, whose only atm is to 
exploit us to the laft limit of our en¬ 
durance. without regard to human life 
or welfare. 

There is no relief to be expected 
from any of the other parties. Tb^ 
other parties stand for capitalism and 
the present economic system. 

With this end in view, the Social- 
Democratic party of the state of Wis¬ 
consin, tn convention assembled, re¬ 
affirms its allegiance to the principles 
of international Socialism and dc-^ 
dares its adherence to the declara¬ 
tion of principles and platform of the 
natirffial Socialist party, demands suf¬ 
frage for all citizens without differ¬ 
ence of sex or race, and pledges itself 
at the present time to the followmg 
measures: 

That the state legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our representatives in con¬ 
gress shall take such action as is cal¬ 
culated: 

First, to abolish the written con¬ 
stitutions of the stale and the na^ 
tion, except as stating certain funda- 
mental rights—the laws of the con¬ 
gress and the legislature to stand su¬ 
preme unless reversed by a referen¬ 
dum of the people. 

Second, to bring about the nation¬ 
alization of all the trusts, notably the 
co«1, the meat, the oil. the sugar, and 
others of the same kind. 

Third, to bring about the national 
ownership of the railroads, telegraphs, 
telephones and express companies and 
steamship lines. 

Fourth, to ensrt a law granting ev¬ 
ery wage-worker over 60 years of age. 
who has earned less than $1,000 a 
year and has been a citizen of the 
United States for sixteen years at 
least a pension cf not less than $13 
a month for the rest of his or her life. 

City and Totufnship 
Loans 

Fifth, to bring about the enactment 
of a national Law by which the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States shall 
lend the cities and townships money 
on bonds issued by said cities and 
townships. Such loans shall be made 
in legal tender and without interest* 
the refund to take place tn twenty 
years in equal shares. The money 
shall have its intrinsic value secured 
by the bonds and the assessed valua¬ 
tion of the city or township that re¬ 
ceives the k>an. and it shall be can¬ 
celed with the bonds as fait ti, the 
itoun is refunded. The money thot 
Ussied by the government U to be 
used hnmedjaiely for the relief of the 
un ampi p y ud by extending all kinds 
of useful public works in tke ttaCu*
